The General Commanding is filled with profound 
sorrow in announcing to his Confederate associates the 
death of Major General James McKay, commanding 
Florida Division, United Confederate Veterans, which 
occurred the early part of September. Previous to his 
command of the Florida Division, he was in command of 
the First Brigade. 

He was born in Mobile, Alabama, in 1842, and re- 
ceived his education at the Kentucky Military Institute, 
entering in 1859. 

General McKay participated in five wars: As a 
Guide and Scout in the Indian War, 1855-57; War be- 
tween the States; Spanish-American; Mexican Border 
and World War. Commissioned Captain of the Fourth 
Florida July 21, 1861, he saw service in the Mississippi 
campaign, Murfreesboro, Chickamauga, and several 
minor campaigns holding the rank of Quartermaster 
in Munnerlyn's Battalion when paroled at Bayport, 
Florida, in 1865. He was actively identified with the 
U. S. Transport Service during the Spanish-American, 
Mexican Border and World War. 

His civilian activities were many and varied: For 
years he was Mayor of Tampa; served in the State 
Senate; appointed Postmaster at Tampa; and served 
as U. S. Marshal and Census Supervisor. 

Our Association mourns the loss of a true Christian 
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gentleman, a splendid citizen, and a tried Confederate 
soldier.

Proceedings of the First Day, Wed., May 19, 1926 

The Thirty-sixth Annual Reunion of the United Con- 
federate Veterans, held at Birmingham, Alabama, was 
called to order at 10:00 A. M.. Wednesday, May 19, 
1926, at the First Methodist Church, by Major General 
T. P. Lamkiri, Commander of the Alabama Division, who 
paid a glowing tribute to the only President of the Con- 
federacy, saying that no greater man ever lived than 
Jefferson Davis. 

The invocation and devotional exercises were led 
by General Henry M. Wharton, D. D., Chaplain General, 
U. C, V., who took for his text the twenty-third psalm* 
He closed his remarks by asking that all join in singing 
one verse of "Jesus, Lover of My Soul". 

General Wharton then presented General W. B. 
Freeman, Commander-in-Chief, amid a storm of ap- 
plause. Upon request of General Freeman, the Con- 
federate Choir, whom the Veterans rejoiced to have with 
them again, rendered several Southern airs. 

Mr. Val. J. Nesbit, general chairman of the Re- 
union Committee, was introduced, and he made a stir- 
ring address of welcome to the Veterans for the State 
of Alabama; after which the Cowboy Band of Abilene, 
Texas, played "Dixie" and the "rebel yell" went up from 
all parts of the hall. Hon. J. M. Jones, Jr., president 
of the city commission, delivered the address of wel- 
come in behalf of the City of Birmingham. The ad- 
dress of welcome in behalf of the American Legion was 

delivered by representing Hon* 

Headley E. Jordan, whom he said was busy preparing a 
meal for the Veterans. The response to the addresses 
of welcome was given by Colonel Jno. F. Jenkins, Assist- 
ant Paymaster General, U. C. V. Col. Jenkins became 
so hoarse that he could not deliver his address in full 
and his friends requested that it be published. After 
this address, the audience sang "America", and the con- 
vention was turned over to Gen. W. B. Freeman, Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

General Freeman spoke as follows:

the South's tomorrow, we Confederates see the fulfill- 
ment of one of our ideals. We have labored since 1865, 
as we fought before the downfall of the Confederacy, 
to compass the economic emancipation of a United 
South, We rejoice that this has been brought to pass* 
and we salute with pride the city that has done more 
than any other to achieve it. The road of the South's 
industrial redemption has been the road from Appo- 
mattox to Birmingham. 

At the conclusion of this address, Mr, John W. 
Gillon presented General Freeman with a gavel carved 
especially for nim by Captain P. N. Conner of Ripley, 
Tenn., a member of Co. K, 9th Tennessee Infantry. This 
gavel was carved from a great oak which grew in the 
center of Fort Pillow. General Freeman expressed his 
thanks in a few appropriate words. After another selec- 
tion by lb* Confederate Choir, General Freeman intro- 
duced Gov. William M. Brandon, Governor of Alabama, 
who then addressed the assemblage. 

General Harry Rene Lee, "the popular and ener- 
getic Adjutant-General", was then introduced by Gen- 
eral Freeman. General Lee requested the audience to 
maintain as much silence as possible during the sessions, 
and he said he was there to do all the good he could 
and to help them in any way possible. 

Mrs. A. McD, Wilson, President General, C. S. 
M. A., was introduced by General Lee, although "she 
needed no introduction". Mrs. Wilson spoke feelingly 
in her own gentle style, saying that she brought greet- 
ings from the oldest patriotic organization of women in 
the South, the Confederated Southern Memorial Asso- 
ciation, organized in 1862 as "The Women's Aid So- 
ciety". She said they had met with the Veterans every 
year at the same time and in the same place and she 
wanted to pledge again their allegiance to "carry on**. 
At the conclusion of her address, Mrs. Wilson introduced 
Miss Daisy Hodgson whom she said had never failed to 
attend a Reunion for twenty-seven years, and who had 
acted as Recording Secretary for the C. S. M. A. for 
the same length of time. Mrs. Wilson also introduced 
Mrs. C. B. Bryan, the only daughter of Raphael Sernmes- 
Miss Alice Wheeler, daughter of General Joe Wheeler ; 
and Mrs. Bradley of Tennessee, a granddaughter of 
General N. B. Forrest. Mrs. Wilson closed her remarks 
by saying she came as a Veteran; that she had traveled 
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with her mother and the servants one hundred and 
seventy-five miles m a box car when Sherman gave hid 
orders to evacuate Atlanta and every woman and child 
should leave; and that it took one month to make the 
trip m this way to Augusta, Ga. She said that one 
Atlanta woman, a member of the Memorial Association 
had re-interred and marked more than four hundred 
graves of the soldiers who lie buried in an Atlanta cem- 
etery today.

Daughters of the Confederacy. Mrs. Lawton said that 
she came to bring greetings from the United Daughters 
Jn Tl ed , eracy ' Everything that the Daughters do 
and all that they are is for the glory and honor of the 
Confederate Veterans. She said that much that the 
Daughters say and do is not pleasing to the friends of 
their former foes and they regret it for they would like 
to please all people, but she wanted it understood that 
they had taken their stand to live and die for Dixie 
bne said the Daughters were raising, by voluntary sub- 
scriptions thousands of dollars to care for the widows 
of Veterans, and that they also hoped to see in the 
Hail of Fame the name of Matthew Fontain Maury 
whom she claimed is "America's greatest scientist" 
Mrs. Lawton said the greatest work they are doing is 
the memorial to "our valorous and only President 
Jefferson Davis". She spoke of the Jefferson Davis 
Highway, extending from Washington City, through the 
Southern capitals to New Orleans where it will be joined 
by a spur from the home of Jefferson Davis, then over 
Texas, New Mexico, and Arizona to the Pacific Ocean 
Throughout the States they will have granite boulders as 
nrm as the Constitution, the rights for which President 
Davis stood, Mrs. Lawton continued: "On one boulder 
we will have 'Jefferson Davis', the date of his birth and 
death; on another, 'Jefferson Davis', and his service in 
the Indian Wars; 'Jefferson Davis' and his service in 
the Mexican War; another 'Jefferson Davis' and his 
service as a member of Congress and the United States 
benate; on another, 'Jefferson Davis, the greatest Sec- 
retary of War this country has ever produced', and that 
is not Southern history, that is ancient history that he 
was the greatest Secretary of War; and we will have a 
boulder with 'Jefferson Davis, the President of the 
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Southern Confederacy*, As you ride throughout the 
States and for miles and miles see those majestic bould- 
ers, erected by the love of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, and you see that from ocean to ocean on an 
all year open highway, because of the warm southern 
climate .that prevents the snow that stops the Northern 
highways, you will see when we complete those boulders 
and put those engravings, that your daughters have 
tried in some way to honor this great American who 
has for so long remained unhonored. We will try to 
pay tribute to this man who ruled with such wisdom and 
kindness, such firmness, such decision as was required of 
a great civil leader. We will pay tribute to this man 
who suffered for us, who was imprisoned, and who was 
tortured in the most contemptible manner that any 
foreign foe has ever been tortured by a civilized gov- 
ernment. When we complete that, we will feel in some 
way we have paid tribute to the great Jefferson Davis." 
Throughout Mrs. Lawton's address she was interrupted 
by bursts of applause. 

Dr. W. C. Galloway, Commander-in-Chief, Sons of 
Confederate Veterans, was introduced to the convention 
by General Harry Rene Lee. 

Chaplain General Wharton then introduced Gen- 
eral Johnson Hagood, Major General in Command, 4th 
Corps Area, United States Army, and a member of the 
United Confederate Veterans. His address follows: 

Address of Major General Johnson Hagood 

Confederate Veterans, Ladies and Gentlemen: The 
hour is very late, and I am only going to say a few 
words, because I believe that in my position as the 
Commander of the Military Forces of this Great Southerr 
District, that I should give official welcome to the Con- 
federate Veterans. 

You will notice on the program that I am put 
down as commanding the Fourth Corps Area, and also 
a member of the United Confederate Veterans. I would 
like to explain that. Over in South Carolina, my home, 
we have a great sentiment about the Confederate Vet- 
erans, and we do not wish the old parent association to 
die. For that reason, the Confederate Veterans of the 
State of South Carolina amended their Constitution so 
as to provide that in the case of Veterans who had 
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passed away, their sons could take their place in the 
thinning ranks. I was Invited, some four years ago, 
to take the place of my father, which I have done, so 
that I come here today, not only to represent the United 
States Army as a Major General commanding this great 
corps, consisting of the Southern States, but I come here 
today to represent my father, long passed away, who 
was a private soldier in the Confederate Army. (Ap- 
plause.) 

I might say in that connection that I, like many 
others present here today of the younger generation, 
we stand between the past and the future in this great 
country. I come here today representing or carrying 
the flag of that great soldier and patriot, but I come 
here carrying the heart of that greatest of all soldiers 
and of all patriots, Robert E. Lee. (Applause.) And 
although we are accustomed to hear oratorical state- 
ments as to the greatness of Lee, how much de we 
really know of Lee's greatness? It is easy to admire 
one's friend; but we must go outside to find a man's 
real greatness; we must find where he is placed in the 
History of the World, If you have not read it, I sug- 
gest that you read a book recently written, called 
"ROBERT E. LEE, THE SOLDIER/' written by Sir 
Frederick Maurice, one of the greatest British soldiers 
of the World War, and the man who for Great Britain 
planned the operations on the Western Front He has 
written a book called "ROBERT E. LEE, THE SOL- 
DIER", and he is a Britisher. A Northern Soldier of the 
first-class says in no unmistakable words that Robert E. 
Lee was one of the greatest soldiers that the world has 
ever produced, and he stands with Napoleon and all the 
greatest generals of history. (Applause.) Not only 
does he say it, but he proves it, and he has written a 
book to prove it. Now, when we can go to Great 
Britain, when we can take one of the greatest of the 
modern soldiers, one of the greatest tacticians of the 
world today, according to the modern method of war- 
fare, and when we hear him say in cold print, seven 
years after the World War, that there was no greater 
soldier than Robert E. Lee, no greater leader than 
Robert E. Lee, and no greater soldier that this world 
has ever produced than the Confederate soldier, then we 
have testimony that we can depend upon. (Applause.) 
What greater manifestation have we ever had of 
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loyalty and love of country than was given to us by our 
forefathers, speaking to the younger men, than that 
heritage that has been handed down to us? The 
Southern man in the last war, the Governor has al- 
ready referred to. We produced — the South produced 
a man, although his name is not as well known as some 
of the other military officers, but who in the military 
affairs of this country is recognized as the greatest 
individual soldier the world has produced; that man is 
a Senior Major in the Army, Major General Summerall, 
of Florida. The South produced Sergeant York, who 
performed the greatest individual exploit of those who 
went to France; and the Thirtieth Division, composed 
of Southern men, had the finest record for the length 
of time engaged, of any American Division that went 
to France, regular, volunteer, or National Guard. The 
operations of the Thirtieth Division in connection with 
the breaking of the Hindenburg Line have been pro- 
claimed by all writers, British, French, German and 
American, as one of the greatest and most remarkable 
feats of the World War. 

Now the South for many years stood in a position 
of apologizing, trying to explain itself and explaining 
why we went to war and to justify the action that we 
took at that time. The South no longer has to explain. 
We stand today one hundred per cent pure Americans, 
There is no part of this country, from ocean to ocean, 
from gulf to lakes, that can show the fine spirit of 
loyalty, of love of country, and a willingness to make 
every sacrifice to honor and duty as the men of the 
South. Grave questions are confronting this country, 
with reference to immigration, with reference to all 
kinds of new societies that are growing here. We hear 
about communish; we hear about the Reds; we hear 
about the activties of the bolshevists. It is further 
understood down here you can't get an audience to 
listen to such talk, but those things are going on in this 
country, and the South today is the bulwalk of the 
Constitution of the United States* The heritage given 
us bv the Veterans of the Confederate Army, as em- 
phasized through its sons and daughters of today, is 
the greatest bulwalk of the constitution of this Republic 
under the Stars and Stripes of America. (Applause.) 



Following the address of General Hagood, General 
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Harry Rene Lee, Adjutant-General, announced the ap- 
pointment of the following committees:

Captain Carter, familiarly known as "Wild Cat 
Carter", was presented by General Freeman. Captain 
Carter was a Captain of Scouts to General Forrest dur- 
ing the war, and is now one hundred and six years 
of age. 

General J. A. Yeager, Commander of the Oklahoma 
Division, then told of his attempt to revive all the 
camps in Oklahoma, and he said that he was not yet 
satisfied and would put forth every effort during the 
coming year to improve on what had already been done. 
He called a meeting of the Division Commanders to 
discuss plans, but the meeting was not well attended. 
It was decided to appeal to the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy to assist in reviving the camps. 

Colonel Selvage of New York, a member of the 
New York Camp of Confederate Veterans, was intro- 
duced by General Freeman who said he had attended 
a meeting of this camp on General Lee's birthday, and 
he did not know when he ever attended a meeting that 
"was more full of inspiration". CoL Selvage brought 
greetings from the camp in New York saying that the 
members lived in New York, but their hearts were 
in Dixie. 

Colonel Moorman, Chairman of the Parade Com- 
mittee, then gave specific instructions to the Divisions 
as to where to report the next morning to be assigned 
to cars for the parade, saying that each Division would 
have a place to meet at Woodrow Wilson Park, shown 
by placards, and the drivers of the cars would then 
take them to the place of formation, which would take 
place at nine-thirty and at ten-thirty the head of the 
parade would move off. This proved to be a wonderful 
success. It was so arranged that each part of the 
parade would pass in review before the others as they 
fell in line, thus enabling the Veterans to see all of the 
parade themselves.- 'Another pleasing feature was the 
promptness with which the head of the column moved' 
at- ten-thirty. We account for this by saying this is the 
first time that United States Army Officers have had 1 
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charge of the United Confederate Veterans' parade, and 
lor this reason it was conducted in a strictly military 
fashion. J 

The Commander-in-Chief announced that as the 
Committee on Resolutions was not yet ready to report 
they would have to be heard in the afternoon which 
would prolong the session, 

Colonel W. L. Wilkerson of Washington, D. C., chair-

List of "the Memorial women who had 
passed away during the previous year was read by Miss 
Daisy M, L, Hodgson; and the list of Confederate Vet- 
erans was read by General Harry Rene Lee. Colonel 
Wm. McDonald said that he would not read the roll of 
the Sons of Confederate Veterans, but had come to pay 
tribute to the veterans, living and dead. Mrs, Bryan 
read the poem by Mrs. Virginia Frazer Boyle, "I Know 
That My Redeemer Liveth". After the singing of "How 
Firm a Foundation", Chaplain General Wharton gave 
the address of the hour, The Confederate Choir led by 
Mrs. Griff Edwards, beloved by all the Veterans, gave 
another selection, and all joined in singing "God Be 
With You 'Till We Meet Again". After prayer by the 
Chaplain General, Mrs. Wilson expressed her great ap- 
preciation to the Confederate Choir for the wonderful 
way they rendered the music.

eral organizations at this time. 

That these three committees shall select a chairman 
who shall have authorized power to call a joint meeting 
of the three committees to be named as above provided 
for and that the committee be requested to make a re- 
port of their different organizations to the 1927 meeting 
of the Confederate Veterans.

To the Commander-in-Chief and Comrades in convention 
assembled at Birmingham, Alabama, May 19, 1926. 

As AdjutamVGeneral and Chief of Staff, U. C. V., 
I first want to thank the officers of the Department, 
Division, and Brigade and Staff of the Commander-in- 
Chief for their co-operation and assistance. Many times 
when we felt as though the old ship would ^o on the 
rocks, it was these friends who lent a helping hand and 
encouragement. We must thank all those who have 
stood by us and assisted with the work for the great 
success we have had. 

The work of the Adjutant-General, as you know, 
includes everything pertaining to the U. C. V. organiza- 
tion and a large part of this work is financial. As has 
been shown in the financial report of the Association, 
our financial status at present is one that we may well 
be nroud of. We have on hand in the bank $1,648.22 
with no outstanding bills. This amount does not in- 
clude some twenty odd dollars collected since the end 
of the fiscal ye^r. A word must be said, however, about 
the situation when your present Adjutant-General took 
over the office to show you how faithfully and well we 
have worked for the good of the order.

1926, we sent out blanks for reports, reminding the" 
camps to pay their per capita taxes before April 11 9> 6 
Our success was varied. In some instances the cam™ 
responded promptly, but in other instances who e df 
visions ignored our request. We also had the date of 
the reunion stamped on our envelopes when we sent 
out the reunion order, hoping that the officers with the 
date constantly before them, would see that t^^mps 
paid their per capita tax before it was too late Even 
this did not altogether prove to be the charm because 
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many camps were late with reports and payments. We 
did not close our cash book, however, until May 7, 
1926, and allowed all camps paying even the last week 
to have the benefit of voting. 

In counting the number of votes to be cast, we found 
many camps had not paid their per capita tax for five 
years and therefore could not be counted as active. We 
now have 764 active camps, and of these 279 delin- 
quent. Nevertheless, we would call attention to the 
fact that many camps which seem to have lost interest 
take on new life as soon as the date of the annual re- 
union is announced. This announcement seems to be 
the signal for them to put themselves in good standing. 
When the final count was made, the vote of the camps 
paid was as follows: 

Department Army of Northern Virginia — 243 

Department Army of Tennessee 452 

Department Trans-Mississippi 303 

making a total of 998 votes. 

Requests have also been sent out many times ask- 
ing the department, division and brigade commanders 
to send in their staff lists with revisions before the rush 
of the reunion work is upon us. These staff lists, like 
all other reports, are sometimes very irregularly sent in 
and a great many of them are liable to come in to the 
office just before the time for the reunion, when our 
work is heaviest: We have also urged all officers to 
include in their orders a request for camps to send the 
20c per capita tax to headquarters before April 1st, as 
this is a very important part of the work and cannot be 
over-emphasized. 

Let me repeat that we feel that our report is one 
of a successful, well organized association. We have 
done what we considered the best of our ability and we 
only trust it will meet with your approval.

Address of Col, Jno. F. Jenkins 

Fellow Citizens of Birmingham, Mr. Commander, €om- 

rades of the United Confederate Veterans, 

Sons and Daughters of the Confederacy, Ladies 

and Gentlemen: 

To say that the members of the United Confederate 

Veterans appreciate your royal hospitality is not a 
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mere figure of speech, but is spoken with a grave sin- 
cerity, because we realize that the present generation 
has had several other wars, and many other soldiers, 
and a great many other issues to happen since the war 
of the Confederate States, three generations ago, and 
to occupy their minds; and in the face of these later 
affiliations and greater attractions, it is gratifying in- 
deed to the Confederate Veterans to receive such a 
heartfelt welcome. And every Veteran here will carry 
home a picture and memory of Birmingham never to be 
forgotten. 

I have been requested to repeat an address that T 
had the honor to deliver at Meridian before the Missis- 
sippi Division of this Order, on the subject of the CON- 
TINUATION OF CONFEDERATE REUNIONS; and 
while I have complied with this request, and agree with 
the originators, that it is time that "Seed should Uv 
sowed by the wayside"; I disclaim any expectjition of 
consideration, or reward, on account of being the 
humble sower of the seed; but propose to content my- 
self, with urging you, that it is full time that that Heed 
should be sowed, and that soil should be cultivated, that 
will redound to the advantage of our descendants, upon 
whose devoted shoulders the mantles of our priesthood 
will soon begin to descend. 

The importance of this subject is emphasized he- 
cause at the last reunion there were suggestions made of 
a discontinuance of these reunions; and it is to utter my 
protests against these suggestions, and to enter a plea 
for their continuation, that I venture to crave your in- 
dulgence to submit a few remarks thereon. 

It is not the province of the Confederate Soldier to 
indulge in eulogies on his own exploits or his own pa- 
triotism; but it is his province, nay, it is his duty, to 
point out to you that there is now, and increasingly 
going to be, a moral effect of these reunions on the 
country at large. 

The average citizen, born since the War, overlooks 
the fact that these reunions are not designed to com- 
memorate, only, the martial glory of the Confederate 
Soldier; but equally, nay primarily, designed to keep 
alive before the Country the "Spirit of State Rights", 
which ie the very heart and core of Government bv the 
People — that form of Government which was founded 
by Washington— defended by Lee— and broadcast to 
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the remotest ends of the earth by Woodrow Wilson — 
the "self-determination of Government by the People." 

Let us begin at the very outset to eliminate from 
this question the danger of Foreign Invasion; the result 
of the World War, settled that apprehension; for when j 
the German submarine torpedo struck the Lusitania, 
killing and mangling innocent babes and women — aimed 
as it were to strike terror into the American Heart, by 
the very atrocity of its crime— it struck something else 
that they did not calculate upon: It struck from the 
Flint and Steel of America's Manhood, sparks of Ge- 
nius to cope with the so-called Giants of the Old World, 
and to prostrate the Greatest Military Power of Europe 
in the dust of ignominious defeat. So then the danger 
of invasion is next to negligible; but there is a growing 
danger from the inside that demands the most serious 
consideration— the gradual, but steady increase of Bu- 
reaucratic Government in Washington, said by Senator- 
Fletcher to be 200 bureaus on the side of the Executive, 
employing several hundred thousand men; the weaken- 
ing of the States, in the pride and cultivation of State- 
hood— the referring of everything to special agencies in 
Washington instead of to the States where they properly 
belong — the inevitable trend of both the States and the 
People to yielding to, and condoning the increased cen- 
tralization of Power at Washington City — are sufficient 
reasons in themselves to rouse to counter action, men 
born with the priceless heritage of self-determination of 
Government. But when you add to these serious condi- 
tions the tremendous tide of Emigration of the mixed 
races of all the World, pouring into the United States; 
and when you add these millions of population to the 
billions, of syndicated wealth, centered in the hands of 
a few, do you not see that the temptation is begotten in 
men drunk with wealth and political Power, to divert 
this great American Republic from Government by the 
People, and to commandeer it to the tyranny and base 
uses of a Financial Oligarchy? Hence the critical im- 
portance of continuing these reunions, the admitted 
champions of State Rights, so that there should be one 
strong influence in the land, to emasculate the virility of 
these evil tendencies. 

When those great Architects of the American Re- 
public, Washington and Hamilton, Jefferson and Macjir 
son, framed up the Magna Charter of American Liber- 






ties, they threw around them every safeguard that the 
mind of man could devise; and when the First Congress 
met in 1789, they crowned their work by the enactment 
of that immortal amendment "The Powers not delegated 
to the United States by the Constitution, nor prohibited 
by it to the states, are reserved to the States respectively, 
and to the People", which secured to the Individual 
American Citizen his full measure of freedom; for those 
wise fathers foresaw, and it should be written on the 
dome of every State Capitol in the Union, that the 
Preservation of the Rights of the State is the Essential. 
Guarantee of th-e Personal Liberties of the People of 
Those States. 

It was the threatened invasion of these rights that 
brought on the Civil War between the States; and the 
solemn lesson of that war is that the unconstitutional 
encroachment of Federal power upon the people of this 
country will be met with a stern resistance; not by blood- 
shed or violence, but by the moral force of public 
opinion — the Vox Populi and Vox Dei of the old Roman 
Republic; and hence again, the importance of the con- 
tinuance of these reunions, so as to show to the swelling 
population of the United States, that the people of the 
South, now happily freed from the handicap of African 
slavery, were standing shoulder to shoulder with the 
100% Americans over all this land, upon the bed rock 
of true American Liberty, the "Indestructible Union of 
Indestructible States**; and like another flaming sword, 
were standing at the gate to help avert the possible 
usurpation of any of the rights of those States. 

If it should appear to you that this is an over- 
drawn picture I refer you in part corroboration to the 
growing recognition of our Northern Brethren — they 
too begin to envision the parable contained in the Con- 
federate reunions for the good of the American Repub- 
lic, When the Congress of the United States voted to 
admit the Statue of the Immortal Lee in the Hall of 
Fame in the National Capital, they admitted by that 
act the purity of our leaders and the honesty of the 
conviction of our people; and when, later, another Con- 
gress only yesterday, in 1924, and a Republican Congress 
at that, voted to coin five million silver coins with the 
heroic figures of Lee and Jackson stamped upon their 
minted faces, and decreed that these coins should con- 
stitute an integral part of the National currency, mak- 
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ing as it were, Confederate money a legal tender at last 
and nominated in the bill that this was done for the 
purpose of enabling the people of the South to complete 
that wonderful sculpture of the Confederate Soldier on 
fatone Mountain, that Republican Congress and that 
Republican President proclaimed to all the people of the 
United States from the Atlantic to the Pacific Ocean, the 
public worthiness and the imperishable principle which 
that Stone Mountain Memorial would come to symbolize 
to the future people of the United States. Identified as 
we are with the Spirit of State Rights, which is the very 
heart and core of Government by the People, and bap- 
tised with the sacred blood of thousands of Anglo-Saxon 
Southerners who fell for its cause, what organization 
would appeal more surely to the great American heart 
than the United Confederate Veterans? 

My fellow countrymen, while the sunset of life 
gives us mystical lore, it casts shadows of anxiety on 
the future of our country; in ten short years from now, 
the Confederate personality will have ceased to exist— 
"the curtain drops slow falling to the prompter's bell"; 
but ere we go hence to be no more, we appeal to the 
loyal citizens of Alabama, the home of William L 
Yancey and Henry Hurlbert— the home of John T 
Morgan and John Pelham, and thousands of others in 
your galaxy of fame, to continue the spirit of these 
reunions — we appeal to the sons and daughters of the 
Confederacy to observe a larger attendance and a more 

vigorous promotion of the great objects of our order 

we appeal to the great press of Alabama, those watchful 
sentinels on the citadel of American Liberty, to increase 
their watch and ward; and to all those who in their 
hearts and souls desire to strive to maintain, our form 
of government by the people, under which our children 
and our children's children will come to live in our com- 
mon country, to aid, promote and sustain, Confederate 
reunions, so that each recurring reunion will speak to the 
swelling hosts of American population the eloquent 
message of the century, that the rights of the States 
under the American Constitution shall stand forever in- 
violable. 

Men and Women of the Rising Generation: You 
are the co-inheritors of the greatest civilization of all 
time. In 150 years, the American citizen has converted 
a wilderness into a wonderful garden of human civiliza- 
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fcion; you have acquired millions of population and bil- 
lions of wealth — in science, in art, in inventive genius — ■ 
in education — in civil and religious liberty- — in all that 
goes to the topmost pinnacle of civilization — you stand 
supreme, and lead the striving world— you have con- 
quered the physical earth of America, and all that in it 
is — you are the masters of the multitudinous seas, and 
of the waters under those seas — -you are the rider of the 
wind and the ruler of the storm, and you have carried 
aerial navigation to a point, where but yesterday, were 
called the "spaces of infinitude". 

These miraculous achievements, which but a de- 
cade ago, were deemed possible only under Supernatural 
Power, have so energized and stimulated the American 
intellect that you are penetrating the mysteries and 
secrets of the Tingling Stars themselves: 

Great as is the heritage, so great is the obligation 
resting upon you to labor to preserve in perpetuity-, that 
government which hath wrought so much by the self- 
determination of the people.

GEN. W. B. FREEMAN 

Walker B, Freeman was a boy soldier of the Con- 
federacy, enlisting in his seventeenth year of age in the 
spring of 1861 in the Piedmont Artillery at Liberty, Bed- 
ford Co., Va*, (now Bedford City). 

After training a while at Liberty, his company was 
mustered into service at Lynchburg, Va., in August, 






1861, and immediately sent to Staunton, Va. From 
there, in September, it was sent to Gloucester Point, Va., 
to take charge of a battery and served as such during 
the Peninsular campaign. Retreating in May, 1862, to 
the vicinity of Richmond, being then designated as the 
Fourth Battalion of Infantry, it was attached to Rhodes 
Brigade and participated in the Battle of Seven Pines 
on May 31, 1862, where they suffered heavy losses in 
killed and wounded. 

In the first bayonet charge in that sanguinary bat- 
tle, Walker Freeman was severely wounded, but he con- 
tinued with the boys in the second charge against 
Casey's entrenched line and fell with a second wound 
which completely disabled him. He was taken off the 
field and sent to Richmond the next day, then to Lynch- 
burg, where he received his first hospital treatment. 

Later he was sent home, and after a long confine- 
ment in bed he recovered sufficiently to return to his 
command. Being considered to be unable for the in- 
fantry march, he was appointed as special mounted 
messenger for brigade headquarters. In June, 1863, he 
resigned this position, preferring to be with his com- 
rades and share with them the fortunes of war. 

During the summer of 1863 the Regiment with 
which they had now been consolidated, the 34th Va. 
Infantry, took part in many marches to meet the enemy 
raids around Richmond. In September of this year, the 
regiment w T as ordered to Charleston, 3. C, to the aid of 
General Beauregard in the defense of that city from the 
land side, which was now being threatened by a large 
enemy force. After several months of marching and 
countermarching, the regiment held a position on the 
extreme lower end of James Island towards Fort Sum- 
ter, where they were under a heavy fire for many weeks. 
On May 4, 1864, the regiment was ordered back to 
Virginia, and was, immediately on their arrival, engaged 
in the Battle of Drewries Bluif, Many minor engage- 
ments were participated in along the Howlett Line, and 
on June 15th they were rushed in great haste to Peters- 
burg, where they met Grant's two corps, with only 2200 
men to face him. After three days and nights of severe 
fighting, the outcome was that they had stopped Grant's 
movement and inflicted heavy losses on his attacking 
columns. Then reinforcements arriving, the work of es- 
tablishing the line of defenses, which was maintained 
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until the evacuation of Petersburg m +t> q

HARRY RENE LEE 

The new Adjutant-General, U. C. V,, Harry Rene 
Lee, of Nashville, Tenn., is a native of Mississippi, born 
at Natchez, in February 1845, and was educated at the 
Jesuit College, New Orleans, La, In April, 1862, he was 
mustered into the Confederate Army, serving with Com- 
pany K, 34th Mississippi Infantry, Col. Samuel Benton. 
The 34th was known as the 37th for some time; was 
mustered in at Holly Springs, April, 1862 ; was ordered 
to Corinth and assigned to Patton Anderson's Brigade, 
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with the_Sflth and 41at .Mississippi Regiments; first field 
service was with Van.Dorn at Pittsburg Landing- en- 
gaged at Farmington,,Tenn., May, 1862; accompanied 
Bragg to Chattanooga, July, 1862; united with Hardee's 
Corps and fought at Perryville, Ky„ October, 1862, The 
34th charged Parson's Battery four times, finally carry- 
ing it; every field officer wounded — Falconer Mason 
and Pelgram, slightly: Lieutenant Colonel Wright, per' 
manently. At SheJbyville the regiment was transferred 
to Polk's Corps and assigned to Walthall's Brigade then 
to W. Hi T. Walker's Reserve Corps, and with that com- 
mand was one of the first units to engage at Chicka- 
mauga, fighting the second day in the woods between 
Thomas and the creek; the third day crossing the road 
between Thomas and Chattanooga, Major W. G. Pe- 
gram commanding. At Lookout Mountain, Major Pe- 
gram was severely wounded, heading the charge on Bat- 
tery H, U.-S. Artillery, Captain Bowen assuming com- 
mand. The regiment wintered near Dalton, Ga and 
beginning May, 1864, participatetd in the following en- 
gagements: Alt's Gap, Resa'ca, Cassville, New Hope 
Church, Kenessaw Mountain, and Atlanta, July 22 
Went into winter quarters at Tupelo, Miss., on Christ- 
mas Day, 1864; furloughed until February, 1865- as- 
sembled at Meridian, Miss., February 14. In the re~ 
organization at SmithvilHe, N. C„ in March, the 24th 
27th, and 34th were consolidatted in to the 24th regi- 
ment, Col. R. W. Williamson commanding, in the brigade 
of General W. F. Brantley, D. H, Hill's Division, Stephen 
D. Lee s Corps. The regiment surrendered April 26 
.1865. at Greensboro, N. C. 

Not having enough" of war. he then served some 
years with the British Navy. He is now actively en- 
gaged with a large printing company, of Nashville. 
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
